EXCITEMENT. 
@pecial Dispatch to The Tribuna : 
MONTREAL, July 11.—This has been one of 

the most peculiar days in the history of this city. 
For over a week there have been dread alarms, 
and the city has been in a constant fever of ex- 
citement. This morning there was apparently 
an easier feciing in the minds of the mercantile 
class. This was due to the presence of over 
8,000 troops under the command of Gen. Selby 
Smythe. who had been sent bere from Ottawa 
to preserve the peace. There are two batteries 
of artillery, a troop of cavalry, a compahy of 
lancers, and the méimainder consists of volunteer 
infantry, thoroughly drilled. But 

UNDERNEATH THE SURFACE 
there was a slumbering volcano ready to break 
out without a moment’s warning. Last even- 
ing Mayor Beaudry came to the conclusion that 
he would recede from his proclamation of two 
or three days before, calling upon the regiment 
to disperse and not march through the streets 
as they had intended, and issue a manifesto 
protesting against the usurpation by the mili- 
tary power, and leaving the peace of the city in 
the hands of those who invoked the aid of the 
army. The leading spirits of the Catholie 
party, as soon as they learned of the determina- 
tion of the Mayor, 

HURRIEDLY GOT TOGETHER, | 
and, after a brief discussion of the situation, 
sourht legal counsel of four eminent lawyars,— 
Mesars. Bethune. Carter, Ritchie. and Bertard. 
Three of them are Protestants. They werb ap- 
pealed to foran opinion as tothe legality of 
the Orange Society, in view of the act of 1361, 
which provides that all bodies which take upon 
themselves an oath of secrecy, the Masons ex- 
cepted, shall be deemed to be illegal bodies, 


and the members thereof subject to 
imprisonment for not more than i 
or less than two years. The ür 


lawyers named, who have been dnbbed “ the 
Queen’s Counsel,“ returned an opinion that the 
Orange Association came within the purview of 
the law, and that their proposed parade would 
be 
ENTIRELY ILLEGAL. | 

Armed with this opinion e delegation of lead- 
ing Catbolics, including Ald. Mullin, Kennedy, 
and Donovan, Stephen J. Meany, of ‘Fenian 
fame, Barney Devlin, member of Parliament, 
and other prominent Irishmen, waited on the 
Mayor last night after he bad determined to is- 
sue the prociamation referred to, and asked 
him to stand dy his original views. 
He took the matter under consideration, and 

romised to give an answer this morning. 

le met the representatives of the Irish gocie- 
ties this morning, and told them that be had 
carefully considered the legal opinion presented 
to him, and would act in accordance therewith. 
Shortly afterwards 

A MEETING OF THE MAGISTRATES 
of this city and county was held here, the great 
bulk in attendance being of the Catholic | per- 
suasion, and it was finally agreed, alter a long 
consultation, to call in 500 special policemen. 
Some of the more timorous wanted ten times 
the number, but others thougat that 200 
or 400 would de sufiicient. A com- 
promise was made on 500. The Mayor’s 
determination, and the action of the Magis- 
trates was made known to a meeting of the 
representatives of the Irish societies, and it was 
RECEIVED WITH HOWLS OF DELIGHT, 
There was an immediate rush of able-bodied 
citizens to the City-Hall to be swornip. Cath- 
olic Magistrates aud Aldermen were on hand to 
sce that their constituents were properly taken 
care of. The applicants for police duty were 
asked if they belonged to any secret soctet y. 
and, on answering in the negative, were prampt- 
ly accepted. Outof 500 sworn in, not more 
than ten were Protestants. Bridgeport seemed to 
have been transplanted here for the occasion. 
At first, when a man acknowledged he belanged 
to the Catholic Union, he was excluded, but 
THE CATHOLIC ALDERMEN ‘AND MAGISTRATES 
KICKED VIGOR@USLY, 
and the Deputy Chief of Police, a French Cana- 
dian, took all that come, so long as they were 
neither Masons nor Orangemen. He no longer 
believed that the Catholic Union was a secret 
society. While the swearing-in of the specials 
was going on, the Mayor of St. Jean Baptiste, a 
neighboring village, came in and offered the 
services of 1,000 quarrymen, Catholic, to assist 
in preserving the peace. Throughout the day 
PAMPHLETS , | 

in the French language were freely circujated 
among the descendants of the colonists who 
came over with Jacques Cartier, denouncing the 
Orangemen, and calling upon them to resigt the 
encroachments of the Orangemen, who ‘were 
denominated the bitter foes of Catholicism. 
These pamphlets haa their effect, for, around 
the City-Hall and the various market · places, 
there stood, all day jong, xnots of the simple- 
minded French Canadians, wrought up to 
the bichest pitch with the. belief that 
the Orangemen were going to violate 
their churches and altars. In the mean- 
time, the Orangemen were not idle. They 
were hourly posted onthe movements of the 
opposition, and calmly went througu their busi- 
ness at their hall on St. James street, near the 
Post-Office. County Master Grant and District 
Master Mackay were in and out all day. making 
arrangements for to-morrow’s proceedings. 
They were assisted by Lodge Masters Byrd, 
Simpson, Johnson, Miller, Foster, and Cleg- 
horn. Both parties were in frequent consulta- 
tion with 


GEN. SMYTHE, 
the commander of the forces, and each tried 
to capture him. He has had experience with 
riots and mobs in the old country, and decliged 
to take the part of either. He told your corre- 
spondent to-night that be would take no sides

in the matter, would obey the order of any 
Magistrate who, having read the riot act, would 
cali on him. The participants in any row, 
whether policemen, special policemen, Cath- 
olics, or Orangemen, would have to stop when 
called on by the proper civic authorities, 
or, in response to their request, he would order 
the troops to fire on all. It made no difference 
who was hit, but the streets must be cleared 
and the public peace maintained. He declined 
to act the part of a policeman 
EITHER TO PROTECT THE ORANGEMEN OR An- 
REST THEM 
while marching. If Mayor Baudry bas eufficient 
strength to overcome the Orangemen, well and 
good, but if not, they must take the conse- 
quences should his troops be ordered to fire on 
tho crowd. 

AT A MEETING OF PROMINENT CATHOLICS 
this‘afternoon, at which the Mayor was present. 
it was resolved that he should station the 
city police in the vicinity of the Orange Hall, 
with th@ specials in the background, to be 
called on if necessary. He should then come 
upon the Orangemen the moment they ap- 
peared on the street, and order them to 
disperse and refrain from marching, or he 
would consider it his duty to arrest them. If 
they should make any resistance, he would 
then call on the military and all good citizens 
to aid hum in keeping the peace. If this proved 
ineffectual, the Catholics would then, en masse, 
resort to arms, with the full determination that 
the Orangemen should neither, flaunt their 
banners nor play the insulting party tunes. 

LATE IN THE AFTERNOON 
the Mayor, Baudry, sent a letter to the County- 
Master, Grant, stating that be had taken legal 
advice on the legality of the Order, and that the 
Council bad informed him that it was not ex- 
empted from the provisions of the statute, and 


that be would therefore be com- 
pelled to order them to disperse should 
they attempt to march, or be 


would arrest the whole party. Grant promptly 
conyened his cohorts together, and to them he 
read the Mayor’s letter, and also explained the 
position taken by Gen. Smythe. He also db 
lated at length on an opinion he had received 
from ex-Judge Bodgely and two other promi- 
neut jurists (whose names he declined to make 
public) that they nad 


A PERFECT RIGHT TO WALK, 
and that no power, military or civil, had an 
authority to stop them. To get the sense of 
the meeting, it was proposed to omit the pro- 
cession with regalias and banners. The motion 
was laughed toscorn. They would never give 
up voluntarily the right to waik. However, 
they determined to obey the civil law. This con- 
clusion was reached afterastrong debate, in which 
the hot-headed members insisted that all at- 
tempts to stop the procession should be resisted 
to the death. Near unto midnight the ques- 
tion was debated, and 

IT WAS FINALLY RESOLVED 
that they would form in front of the. lodge- 
room to-morrow morning at 9 o’clock. If the 
police should make an arrest, the entire 
body should acquiesce in a body and 
march with drums beating and banners 
fying to the county jail. They wl then 
immediately apply to the Court for @ writ of 
habeas corpus, and at once test the constitu- 
tionality of the law on which the Mayor bases 
his action. This afternoon 
ONE OF THE WARDENS OF STANLEY STREET 

CHURCH, 
where it is proposed to hold the Orange re- 
ligious exercises, called“ at the hall, armed 
with a copy of the statutes. He pronosed 
to prove therefrom that the procession would 
be filegal, and that it would be better for 
the brethren not to do it. He was igvominously 
hooted out of the room. A quartet of Protes- 
tant Magistrates, representing the solid wealth 
of the town, and who declined being inter 
viewed, assembled in one of the St. Lawrence 
Hotel parlors to devise means for tndefinitely 
postponing the Orange parade. They sent a 
letter to the County Master, begging him to re- 
voke the order of march, on the grounds that 
much blood might be shed, and inralculable 
damage done to the city. For nearly tnree 
bours they sat and consumed 
AN IMMENSE AMOUNT OF GIN AND WATER, 

while waiting for an answer. Their communi- 
cation met the same fate as that of Mayor Beau- 
dry. After midnight they were informed by 
one of the Lodge Masters that the Orangemen 
would do as detailed above. This they did not 
relish,and they made frantic appeals to the 
brethren to abandon their scheme, but it was of 
bo avail. 

THE ORANGEMEN HAVE DETERMINED TO MAKE 

THIS A TEST CASE, 

and they will abide by the result. At this 
writing fears of a general riot have genecrallv 


been dissipated, but it is anticipated 
that the Young  UbBritons, an offshoot 
of the Orangemen, composed of young 


fellows ranging from 18 to 22 will not listen to 
the counsel of the older heads; and that a colli- 
sion must unavoidably ensue. The Orange 
leaders have promised to control the younsters 
as far as possible, and it is their belief that they 
will prevail. 

THE OUTLOOK VERY GLOOMY, 

To the Western Associated Press, 

MontTreAt, Can., July 11.—The Mayor has 
given bis ultimatum, to the effect that he will 
carry out his proclamation and prevent the pro- 
cession taking place. For this purpose he will 
swear in 500 special constabics. He has marched 
a large body of police to Orange Hall. on St. 
James street, where they are placed in front of 
the building, with a force of detectives inside 
searching for arms. A vast, crowd is collected 
observing the situation. 

THE IRISH CATHOLICS 
have assembled in Union Hall to consider what 
action they will take. The attendance is im- 
mense and the excitement intense.

THE EXCITEMENT INCREASES 
as the Orange anniversary approaches. The 
Mayor is resolved not to be superseded, and 
will have command of both the city police 
and a body of 500 Special Constables sworn in 
today. The military will remain under 
the direction of the Magistrates, who called 
them out, Sir Selby Smythe being in command, 
The latter has not been sworn as Peace Com- 
missioner, and therefore will only act in a mili- 
tary capacity. Active search was made in 
Orange Hall to-day by the police for arms, but 
none were found. The Recorder ana other 
Magistrates have been engaged all day swear- 
ing in Soccial Constables, and it is expected the 
full number of 500 will be accepted to-night.

HISTORICAL. 
THE ORDER OF ORANGEMEN IN IRELAND AND 
CANADA, 
Spectal Dispatch to The dune. 

Toronto, July 11.—The Orange Society dif- 
fers from nearly all other secret associations in 
this, that it has no literature which can be dis- 
tinctively called its own. its history has yet to 
be written. The State papers in Engiand and 
in Canada contain much valuable information 
concerning the Order, and the part it has played 
since its organization. The annual reports of 
the various grand and subordinate lodges are 
filled with statistical intelligence that, in the 
hands of a judicious compiler, could be used to 
advantage in giving to the world the history of 
a body whose shibboleth is an event which hap- 
pened nearly 190 years ago,— 

THE BATTLE OF THE BOYNB. 

William III. arrived at Tarboy, Devonshire, 
Engiand, Noy. 5, 1688. His flagship bore the 
arms of Nassau quartered with those of Eu- 
gland, and on the banner Was inscribed, The 
Protestant religion and the liberties of England 
I will maintain.” His arrival was received with 
great joy by those who professed the Episcopal 
faith, and even the dissenters were not adverse 
to his coming. At Exeter, on the 2ist of the 
seme month, was formed the first Orange or- 
ganization. The declaration of principles was 
drawn up by Bishop Burnet, whose histories of 
the Reformation and His Own Time are to 
be found in aimost every private and public 
library. The signers pledged themselves to 
defend and support William, Prince of Orange, 
in upboldimg the Protestant religion. This 
combination was called 

‘THE ORANGE CONFEDERATION.” 

After the Battie of the Boyne, which was 
fought July 12, 1000, and the subsequent sur- 
render of Limerick,—James II. having in the 
meantime fled to France,—the Irish Protestants 
in the North formed socteties to perpetuate the 
remembrance of the Prince of Orange, who had 
done so much for them. In Dublin was organ- 
ized a society known as the “Aldermen of 
Skinner’s Alley,“ purely a local affair, being 
confined to the Protestant freemen and free- 
hold ers of the city. Londonderry followed 
next with the Prentice Boys,“ and shortly 
afterwards Eonis Killew turned up with the 
“Boyne Society.“ The last mentioned bad 
auxiliary branches. It was extended thréugh- 
out the country as a means of self-protection 
against an alleged gucrilla party, known as 

“THE RAPPAREES,”’ 
who were charged with midnight assassinations, 
burning of buildings, and destruction of prop- 
erty.

PRONOUNCED A TREASONABLE INSTITUTION, 
and an intended muster and parade on Dec. 9, 
1791, was frustrated only by Royal proclama- 
tion. to go back for a moment. The 
„Det and the Peepof Day“ organi- 
zations got fairly under way in 1784. The 
former were exclusively Komanists. and the 
latter Presbyteriaus of decidedly Republican 
proclivities, who were auxious to sever all con- 
nection with England and establish a Demo- 
cratic form of government. 

Ali these native Irish movements of course 
gavean impetus to the Boyne Society that it 
would not otherwise have achieved. Noblemen 
and proprietors of landed estates leut their ſu- 
fluence to and openly encouraged its extens 
George II. openly supported it, and pranon 
it the great mainstay of the Church and Engiish 
connection in Lreland. 

Commencing in 1776, the Protestants in the 
South of ireland began the formation of the 

» Boyne Societies, and shortly afterwards they 
were 


ARMED AND PAID BY THE GOVERNMENT. . 

,. The Counties of Cork, Clare, Galway, Kerry, 
Limerick, and Waterford were overrun with 
„White Bovs and Peep of Day-ers, “ and 80 
numerous were the depredations, that the peo- 
ple were afraid to sleep. The Boyne Societies 
were called by different names—*“ True Blues,“ 
„Blazers, ** Williamites,” ** Britons,” and In- 
vincibles.“ 

In the fall of 1793, an ineureion was made 
against the Protestants settled in Tentaraghan, 
County Armagh, and they were obliged to flee 
to the bills, where a desultory warfare was kept 
up for three or four days. At its conclusion a 
deputation of priests called upon the local 
magistrates and gave assurances of their desire 
to restore quiet and tranquility. The magis- 
trates had sent for military aid, but, relying on 
the representations made by the priests, with- 
drew the request for help. After some further 
consultation it was agreed to bury the hatchet, 
each party enteringinto bonds to keep the peace. 

THIS AGKEEMENT, 
like pie-crust, was designed to be broken. 
Three days later, Sept 21, 1705, an attack was 
made on an Englisn Protestant settlement, 
known as the Diamond,“ a small village near 
the line between the Counties of Armagh aod 
Tyrone. The White.Boys ', suffered an in- 
Clorious defeat, notwithstanding they outnum- 
bered the others two to one; but the lat- 
ter had the best of it, naturally, as they 
fought from behind and from within their 
houses. The skirmish was succeeded by Pro- 
testant raids in search of guns and otiier arms 
of which they had been despoiled. Many of 
the Catholic party, whether from fear of dis- 
closure of their connection with the Diamond 
affair, or others of a similar character, or fear- 
ini of personal violence, fled the country and 
went to Connaught, whence originated the ex- 
pression, 
“HELL OR CONNAUGHT.” 

From the evening of the Battle of the Dia- 
mond, as it is called, dates the existence of the 
first Orange lodge, and its membership was re- 
stricted to tommuntcants of the Church of En- 
gland. In a Parliamentary investigation, the 
question was asked: 

„What was the cause of the institution, and 
what were the objects they had in view?” 

The answer was: 

* The objects they had in view were self-de- 
fense, the maintenance of the Protestant ro- 

on, and of British connection.” 

he Society thus organized spread very rapidly 
thruwuh irc it % poprlar with all 
the Protestant sects except those Presbyteriaus 
who were tinctured with Republicanism and par- 
ticipated in tbe affairof 98. The ritual was 
carried over to England, and numerous lodges 
were there organized,—the English body ine 
subordinate to the Irish Grand Lodge until 1508. 

THE FIRST GRAND MASTER 

of Ireland was Thomas Veruer, who was elected 
to the office March 9, 1798. 

Sotueu here lu the neichborhood of 1820 the 
British Parliament passed an act prohibiting the 
existence of any political organization. This 
was a serious blew to Orangeism. The Duke 
of York had been elected Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of England, and the unfriendly 
press made good use of their opportunity. 
Parliamentary investigation was ordered, which 
established the fact that a Roval relation had 
reſused to join the Order until it had purged 
itself of some oaths and obligations which were 
regarded as an infraction of the law. The Duke 
of York resigned in 1821, and there was a 
vacancy in the office ot Grand Master until 
1427, when the Duke of Cumberland was elect- 
ed. Then began a revival in the Order, 

IN CANADA. 

For nearly half a century Orangeism has been 
one of the institutions of Canada. In 1820, Ogie 
R. Gowan, of the County Wextord, who was 
Grand Secretary of the Irish Grand Lodge, was 
commissioned by the Duke of Cumberland, then 
Grand Master, and subsequently King of Hau- 
over, to come to this country and set the Orange 
ball rolliig properly in its legal grooves. Pre- 
vious to that time Orange work had been dove 
in the Dominion. Nearly all the regiments of 
regular troops then stationed here contained. 
more or less Orangemen, and they were in the 
habit of meeting occasionally for work, and in- 
itiating such of their ¢omrades as desired to 
join. Among the early setticrs were members 
of Irish aud English lodges. Some of these 
brought warrants with them, and in the sparsely 
inhabited settlemeuts they were tu the habit of 
meeting at each other's houses and going 
through with the lodge-work more for the pur- 

yose Of establishing kindly social relations than 
for any other reasons. 

MR. GOWAN, 
who eubpequentiy was elected Grand Master, 
and heid the office for many years, and was 
afterwards chosen to represent two or three 
diffe,ent constituencies in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, had been, as it were, weaned on Orange- 
ism. His friends and felatives had all been 
nurtured in the Order, or, rather, had realiy 
founded it. He himself was an enthusiastic 
believer in its principles, and some years ago 
began to write a history of it, but had only pub- 
lished three small volumes when death juter- 
yened. His son, Harcourt Gowan, now an 
attache of the Custom-House in this elty, has 
all the manuscripts, materials, and unpublished 
papers which his father had collect These 
will 
AT SOME FUTURE DAY 

be placed in the hands of a Commission, to carry 
on the history from where death caused him to 
leave off. Gowan senior was aman of means, 
well educated, and an excellent speaker. He 
arrived in this country in the summer of 1820, 
and onthe ensuing lst of January established 
at Brockville, about 200 miles east of here, the 
first regularly-constituted Orange lodge in 
Canada. For several vears afterward he traveled » 
from one end of the Province to the other estab- 
lishing lodges. One of his peculiarities in those 
davs was his dislike of the United States. 
When alluding to them he never spoke of the 
American Revolution; it was the “ Yankee 
rebeliion”; and he would wind up by saying 
that if there had been Orange lodges in the 
colonies in 1776, they never would have suc 
ceeded in severing their connection with Great 
Britain. In 1837 oecurr 

THE WILIAAM LYON MACKENZIE REBELLION, 
fo which he was alded verv extensively by «a 
French-Canadian party, then known as the 
„% Rouges. The Orangemen harried to the aid 
of the Government,—for they believed that 
they were extra-loyal aud had only oné mission, 
that of saving the country to the British Crown. 
The insurrection was suppressed in less than 
ninety days, if your correspondent remembers 
aright, and Mackenzie and other leaders fled to 
the United States. The rank and file laid down 
their arms and returned to their homes. In}

‘Lhere 
wasa goodly delegation of members of the 
Committee te meet him, among them M. Menier, 
the wealthy manafacturer, Senator Foacher de 
Carell, Deputy Millaud of Lyons, and such prom- 
inent people from the Chamber of Commerce 
in Havre and from the various liberal profes 
sious as could be bastily assembled.

THE COOLIE TRADE. 


Incidents of a Voyage from the Bay of Ben- 


gal to the Island of Martinique 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. : 
PRILADELPHIA, July 1L.—The iron'ship Ben 


Nevis, a Coulie slave-ship, which sailej on the 
23d of February last from Karikal, on the Bay 
of Bengal, with 405 Coolies destined for the 
French West Indies, now lies at this port. 
the 12th of June sbe deposited her human 
cargo on the beach of the Island of Martinique, 
and then steered tor Philadelphia. The log 
book of the Hen Nevis presents some strange 
facts. One page is devoted to the statistics of 
the day’s navigation, the other tells what sail 
was carried, and gives the history in the ship’s 
watenes of the voyage. 
“Sick List” contains the daily record of the 
sick Coolies, the figures running in twenties and 
thirties.

THE NEW TREATY. 
CONTINUED EXCITEMENT. 

LONDON, July 11.— The excitement regarding 
the Angio-Turkish alliance has not subsided, 
and there is much agitation among political 
parties in England. At present, only a very 
small majority of the Opposition favor directly 
challenging the iovernment’s policy. 

. IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lord Hartiucton (Liberal leader) will to-day, 
in the House of Commons, call for papers aud 
information on the subject of the Auglo-Turk- 
ish Convention, and when these are produced 
the Opposition will decide what course to take. 

THE CONSERVATIVE PRESS 
continues warmly to support the Government’s 
measure, and the Ines argues that the task 
undertaken could not have been practically 
avoided, and would have been inevitable sooner 
or later. Some of the Liberal press, bowever, 
claim there is more acute anxiety among the 
Conservatives than cap be estimated by reading 
Conservative papers. 

A PREDICTION. 

The London correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian says: Ac bort lite is predicted for 
the alliance. By some it is pointed out that 
Lord Beaconsfield’s arrangement robs the 
Pashas of their right to plunder the populations 
whom they misgovern. The bureaucratic class 
will revolt against a foreign protectorate, 
which forbids peculation or punishes mis- 
government, aud they will soon intrigue 
fur the establisnment of a Russian protect- 
orate. If Russia is so inclined, the British 
protectorate can be terminated at any time by 
the nominal surrender of those Russian a¢yuisi- 
tions in Asia which were the specific condition 
for England’s interference. For these diflficul- 
ties the present) Convention between Turkey 
and England provides no remedy.” 

FRENCH ALARM. 

Panis, July 11.—The French people continue 
alarmed about Ehglaud's new aecquision iu Tur- 
key. The sepublique Francaise describes the 
Convention as detrimental to the interests of 
the Mediterranean Powers, and offensive to the 
dignity of the members of the Congress. That 
jourual personally attacks Lord Beaconsfield and 
expresses the Lope that the Congress will insist 
upon having the treaty submitted to it. The 
entire press shows the greatest irritation, al- 
though all are not so abusive as the Mepublique 
Francaise. 

ENGLAND’S COURSE DEFENDED. 

Lonpon, July 11.—A Berlia dispatch saves: 
“The news trom Italy, and especially from 
France, seems to indicate that public opinion 
regards the Cyrus treaty as seriously affecting 
the private interests of these nations. On this 
subject one of the Plenipotentiaries fof Great 
Britain said if France and Austria, at the end 
of the war, had declared themselves ready to 
act together for the maintenance of the integri- 
ty of Turkey, England would have joined them. 
Unfortunately they could not or would not. 
Then Kugland, from considerations of 
her superior interests, was obliged to 
guarantee the integrity ot the Porte's 
Asiatic possessions. Scizing the Dardatelles 
would have wounded the susceptibilities of 
Eurove; taking Egypt or occupying the extrem- 
ities of the Suez Canal would have hurt the féel- 
ings of France; she decided, therefore, upon 
occupying Cyprus. France, on considering the 
absolute necessity imposed on England, will 
soon see that the occupation of Cyprus was only 
suggested to EBpgland by her ardent desire to 
reconcile her absolute interests with the sym- 
pathies of France.“ 

CYPRUS’ GARRISON. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon the 
Hon. Frederick A. Stanley, Secretary of State 
for War, in reply to a question, said 10,000 
troops—the Indians now at Maltaand three 
battalions of British infantry—will occupy Cy- 
prus. 

CLOSING OUT. 

BERLIN, July 11.—At the session of the Con- 
gress to-day Beaconsfield was again absent. The 
reading of the treaty was completed. Only a 
few immaterial points are left for settlement on 
Saturday. There will be no sitting on Friday, 
in order to allow time for the preparation of the 
eopies of the treaty. 

BULGARIA, 

Aleko Pasha (Prince Vogorides), formerly 
Turkish Ambassador at Vienna, is again men- 
tioned in many quarters as the candidate for the 
throne of Bulgaria. 

Lox Do, July 11.—The official statement an- 
pouncing the conclusion of the Anglo-Turkish 
alliance is published in Constantinople. The 
statement says England has engaged to pay the 
Porte $650,000 yearly, whereas the present reve- 
nue of the Island of Cyprus is only $600,000 per 
aunum. 

THE SLAVE TRADE, 

In the House of Commons this evening 
Robert Bourke announced that the Porte had 
expressed its willingness to enter into a Con- 
vention with England for the abolition of the 
slave trade. A convention for that purpose 
bad been prepared, and was sent to Turkey on 
June 9 last. Communications on the subject 
continue, 

IN THE INTEREST OF THE BONDNOLDERS. 

LonpDoN, July 12—5. a. m.—The Congress at 
yesterday’s session resolved that an urgent rec- 
ommenpdation, virtually amounting to a com, 
mand, should be made to the Sultan to insti- 
tute an International Financial Commission to 
guard the rights of holders of Turkish bonds 
aud to regulate finances. It was also decided 
that the Commission should immediately pro- 
ceed to investigate the disorders in the Rho- 
dope district. 

GREECE. 

It is thought the Congress, if it has not al- 
ready done so, Will insert in the treaty of peace, 
and not only in the protocol, a clause concern- 
ing Greece. Turkey will thus be obliged to 
take the Greek claims into serious and imme- 
diate consideration. A Berlin correspondent 
denies on authority the report that a Cabinet 
council at Constantinople has decided to ignore 
these claims.

MONTREAL, July 11.—Justice Papineau ren- 
dered judgment dismissing the action of the 
National Insurance Company against J. C. Hat- 
ton, Q. C. The defendant was sued for the 
amount of a call made upon stock standing iu 
his name. He pleaded, amongst other pleas, 
that, when he subscribed, A. W. Ogilvie, Esg., 
XM. P. P., appeared as 9 subscriber for $20,000 
and $10,000—in all $30,000—of stock, and Mr. 
Goff for $20,000; that he was induced to sub- 
scribe upon the faith of seeing Mr. Ogilvie's 
name down for such a large amount; but that, 
subsequently, he discovered that Mr. Ogilvie had 
fraudulently, without his knowledge, altered the 
stock-subseription book, and erased and changed 
the figures so as to make him appear as a sub- 
scriber for only $5,000 and $1,000. The Court, in 
giving judgment, held that the defendant had 
proved the facts alieged by bim, and that, bv 
M. Ogilvie’s alteration of his subscription, an 
jujustice had been done to ail the shareholders; 
that the call was null and void; and therefore 
dismissed the action, with costs against plain- 
tiff. It therefore follows that none of the 
shareholders are bound to pay the amount of 
the cali, and those who have done so io igno- 
rance of the facts are entitled to recover back 
their money.

MURDERED AND ROBBED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Quincy, III., July 11.—The body of a young 
man named Curran was found lying near the 
railroad track between Hulls and Hannibal two 
days ago. At that time it was supposed that he 
hadi been accidentally killed, perhaps by u pass- 
ing locomotive, or that he had been suustruck 
while walking on the track, and fell where he 
was found. It is now believed, however, that 
he was murdered, and the friends of Curran are 
making an investigation to ferrct édut those who 
committed the deed. There is evidence that a 
tragedy occurred. When found, Curran had a 
wound on the head, and it was supposed 
that he had fallen against one of the ties or the 
rails. Since then these who have visited the 
scene have found a heavy piece of iron with 
blood on it in which is matted bair, identified as 
Curran’s. Several persons who saw Curran a 
short time before he was probably killed say 
that just after he passed two meu also went by 
whose actions indicated that they were following 
him. Curran had a pocketbook from which he 
took money at two or three places on the day of 
bis death, once to pay for his supper. 
This’ pocketbook was not found on his 
person, nor in fact has any trace of it bern dis- 
covered, ‘Circumstances connected with the 
affair all lead tothe opinion that the two men 
attempted to rob Curran, and to accomplish 
their purpose they struck him a deadly blow ou 
tne head with the iron found at the place where 
his body was. The father of young Curran is 
fully satisfied that these events occurred, and 
has commenced a careful investigation of all 
the facts concerning them,io order to fasten 
the guilt of the crime upon the right parties. 


DETERMINED INCENDIARIES.

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 11.—The residence of 
the Hon. James H. Beveridge, State-Houso 
Commissioner, was fired yesterday evening, 
evidently by an incendiary, but the discovery of 
flames in the stable was so soon made that the 
fire was put out without the aid of the fire- 
engines. This morning at 9 o’clock the stable 
was fired again, and, before the conflagration 
would be stayed, the roof was burned, at a loss 
of $200 or $300. At 8o’clock this afternoon 
another alarm was sounded, and it proved to be 
the house burning from the cellar. Three fire- 
men were nearly sulfocated. The damage to the 
building was slight. An examination of the 
cellar showed a number of boxes piled Up and 
fired. While there is no doubt of incendiarism, 
all theories are at a loss to assign a motive for 
the act, upless it be that Mr. Beveridge has 
some sevretenemy. He is absent from the city 
at present, but bis family are here.

EDISON. 


Complaining that His English Scientific 
Cousins Treat Him Unfairly—But Bright- 
ening Up to Show a Reporter Two Brand- 
New and Valuable Inventions. 

New York Worid. 

Mr. Edison is ordinarily very happy and con- 
tented ag he sits among his books and mapu- 
scripts, and machines, and models, in his work- 
shop at Menlo Park; but yesterday, when a re- 
porter of the World dropped in upon him, he 
was not in his usual frame of mind. He hardly 
looked up, and, instead of speaking, handed the 
reporter aslip of paper. It read: 

The Engineering, London; Your compiler of 
telephone article has given credit to Hughes for 
exactly what he suppressed from article 1 — * 

Dis N. 

** What does that mean!“ asked the reporter. 

“Why,” said Mr. Edison, I sent to the Eu- 
gineering, a periodicai published in London, 
proot-sheets from Mr. Prescott’s work on ‘ The 
Speaking Telephone,’ containing my telephonic 
researches. Now, I find that the Znyineering 
has left out two important points bearing upon 
Hughes’s claim to my invention, and that my 
discoveries are credited to Hughes. The first 
one is the use of pure carbon, and experiments 
with tinely divided metals, etc.; the other was 
the non-necessity of a diaphragm. Here is what 
I said in Mr. Prescott’s book: While engaged 
in experimenting with my telephone for the 
purpose of ascertainivg whether it might not be 
possible to dispense with the rubber 
tube which connected the diaphragm with 
the rheostatic disk, 1 discovered that 
my principle, unlike all other acoustical 
devices for the transmission of speech, did not 
reauire any vibration of the diaphbragm—that, 
in iact. the sound waves could be transformed 
into electrical pulsations without the movement 
of avy intervening mechanism.’ They left all 
that out and gave the credit of it to Hughes. 
Now, I suppose they took these slips to Preece 
to fillup, ashe has been prominent in these 
matters in Eugland, and he arranged it to suit 
himself. Youremember Preece in his cable 
dispatch to the Associated Press said he was not 
a coadjutor of Hughes, and that the microphone 
Was worked out without any communication 
with him. Yet in a lecture delivered before the 
Society of Telegraph Engineers, May 23, Preece 
said: It Hugues had been leit to himself | do 
not think we ever should have had the micro- 
phove here; but by a lucky chance he admitted 
me into bis secret, and following, as have 
done, all his steps, I am enabled to bring before 
you the results of his Jabors.’”’ 

»Tuere is no show for an American in En- 
gland,“ said Mr. Edison; ** my assistant couldu't 
even make my telephonework there. He wasn’t 
given avy assistance. He went to Paris, and 
pow there's a line working splendidly trom 
Versailles to Paris. You know.“ continued Mr. 
Edison, that Hughes says in explaining the 
action of hig microphone that the sound vibra- 
tions are caused by the compression and elonga- 
tion of the molecules of the carbon. Now, a 
molecule of carbon can’t be compressed any 
more than water can. Here's a letter 1 got to- 
day from Mr. Bradford, of the Colt’s Fire-Arins 
Works, in Hartford, in which he save he made 
experiments in 1577 to determine if the varia- 
tion in the electrical conductivity of graphite 
under changes of pressure is due to changes in 
the interior of the material or to variations in 
the character of the batterycontacts. He found 
it was the latter—thbat is, the changes were all 
on the suriace. Never mind,“ said Mr. Edison, 
im conclusion, I'Il be after those fellows.” 

Wat are you working on now asked the 
reporter. 

“The aerophone,”’ answered Mr. Edison. 
„ll have it ready for trial in a few days. 
There’s the stand for the diaphragm,” pointing 
to a wooden disk about three feet high, with a 
support and ashelf. Iben ne took up a little 
brass arrangement about three iu¢hes in diam- 
eter, which looked like a toy musical box. 
‘“That’s the active part of the machine. It’s 
just like the buman larynx, and yuu talk into 
this tube, It's connected with that diaphragm. 
and you can use air or steam for the power. 
Either one will talk so you can be ueard two 
miles off: By the way,“ continued he, without 
stopping, “I’ve just invented a stethoscope for 
doctors to listen to the lungs and hearts of 
their patients. it’fl be redy in afew hours. It 
isn’t electrical; it’s purely mechanical. The or- 
dinary stethoscope transmits sound through the 
air in a hollow tube, excepting what is conduct- 
ed by the tube itseli. My stethoscope is ar- 
ranged in this way: There is a hollow tube with 
two flexible ear-tubes at one end. Between the 
ear-tubes and the main tube is a chamber con- 
taining a diaphragm. At tbe cther end is a 
curved padded spring to rest upon the patient’s 
breast. From tbe diaphraem through the main 
tube is conducted a silk thread, which ie cou- 
nected at the other end with a fixed button. 
This button is placed over the part to be exam- 
ined, and the faintest sound is transmitted 
through the thread to the diaphragm, and 
thence tothe ear. The button can be adjusted 
to press more or less closely, and can be moved 
one sixty-fourth of an inch. This instrument,” 
went on Mr. Edison, * is a sound augmenter, 
that I have just completed. It is to be attached 
to my telephone, and will give not oniy the 
words of a conversation, but its volume. You 
place your mouth tothe mouth- piece of the tele- 
phone and talk. Then you blow gently and 
regularly against the plate and your correspond- 
eut answers. That blowing gives you a force 
which, transmitted through the telephone, reg- 
ulates at your will the loudness of the other 
person’s answer. 

„Is there anything new about the phono- 
graph?’ asked the reporter. 

1 finished a new one the other night,” 
answered Mr. Edisou, and everybody in Mealo 
Park came in and sat until Lo’clock in the 
morning listening to it. It is perfect in its 
construction, and its singing is delightful. You 
should bear it give music backwards. We get 
lots of new tunes that way. l've sent it to 
Newark, and, if they can make any as good as it, 
I'm going to have a hundred.“ 

Is your phonautograph for the Gilbert road 
noises finished yet“ 

No; i think it will be ready Wednesday. 
When 1 go to work with it I'll have Mr. 
Batclielor keep record by bis car at the same 
time, aud by comparing the two we will find 
exactly where the trouble is. Curiousiy 
enough. there is one thing no one has noticed. 
The pigton-rods of the engines wory alternately 
and with jars, and that shakes the whole 
structure. 1 was hanging to a trestle the other 
night as a train weot by and the movement of 
the engine almost threw me to the ground. 
Some people think the posts add to the noise. 
but that isn't so. Others say the bottoms of 
the cars act as sournding-boards. That is a mis- 
take, although the cars reflect the sound some- 
what. Ihe trains of the Greenwich Koad make 
a suarp noise, but they don’t give the reverber- 
ation noticed on Sixth avenue. I don’t intend 
to suggest any remedy for the noise. III tell 
them the cause, and the engineers can do the 
rest. 

Mr. Edison will leave for Colorado next Sat- 
urdav with a number of astronomers to experi- 
ment on the moon with his newly-completed 
heat-measurer. He wiil be absent about tree 
weeks, and will visit the Yosemite. 

ARE PHONOGRAPH RECORDS LEGIBLE! 
New York Tribune, July 9. 

Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, recently 

vetoa Tribune reporter an accouut of some 
attempts which have been made toread the 
puonograph records. It had been @ question of 
serious consideration with him, Mr. Edison said, 
whether the indentations in the tinfoil could be 
read with the eye. Want of time had keot him 
from makiug extensive experiments, but he was 
of the opinion that careful study would enable 
experts to Gecipher the phonetic characters. 

Profs. Fleming Jenkin and M. Ewing. of the 

University of Giasgow, Scotland, had spent 

much time, be said, iu examiniug the phono- 
raph records, and had been partially success- 
ul in their attempts to read them. The method 

employed by the Professors was to repeat each 
of the vowel and comsovant sounds a number 
of times, and then examine the record to 
determine if the indentations had ony regular or 
cuaracteristic shapes which would serve to 
identify the sounds. The result showed that 
the record of any single sound repeated 

very irregular—one series of indentations dillér- 
ing widely from another. It was claimed, how- 
ever, that despite this irregularity the record of 
any one sound could be distinguished from that 

ol another sound. 

Mr. Edison said that he had repeated some of 
the experiments made by Profs. Jenkin and 
Ewing. Kubwing beforehand what sounds nad 
produced the records, he said he could teil the 
sounds by tue indentations and also count the 
bumber of times a. sound had been re- 
peated. He found it impossibie, however 
to recognize similar sounds which ha 
been repeated to the phovograph by another 
person.

Year's Bird's Nest—The Story of an Ex- 

Employe o! the Castom-House with a Sore 

Head—Facts Unfortunately Wanting.

New OrR_eans, La, July 8.—There must be 
something of asensation, of course, following 
after a good deal of the prosaic. Our Sub- 
Committee made considerable of an effort in 
that line on Thursday last. They brought up 
their sensational witpess in the person of Mr. 
William Simpson. Mr, Simpson has a very 
creditable record as an @x-Federal soldier. All 
of that, as a brother soldier and personal friend 
expresses it to-day, don't excuse him in 
making @ d—d fool of himself.” The 
expression, whatever it lacks of polish 
or the proprieties, covers the position. Mr. 
Simpson has certainly made a fool of himself. 
He was for several years Cashicr in the New 
Orleans Custom-House.e Of his merits or de- 
merits, as such, it ie, of course, unnecessary to 
speak. He was removed from his position with 
tne incoming of Mr. Johu E. King as Collector, 
under the new Administration. There were 
reasons, as connected with reported ring opera- 
tions under the old regime, that necessitated, as 
viewed, the removal of all the various heads of 
departments. 

Mr. Simpson appears to have fared neither 
better nor worse than others of perhaps equal 
claims with bimecif. He had his chance of 
several years’ pickings at the public crib. He 
should have been philosophical enough to 
have accepted his turn of the wheel witn the 
rost. 

Mr. Simpson, wanting, unfortunately, in the 
necessary philosophy, permitted himself to be- 
come sore-headed, There's where he made 3 
fool of himself, to begin with. Once sore-head- 
ed, and there was no counting upou what was 
to follow, Mr. Simpson certainly permitted 
himself to do a very foolish thing. He sat him- 
self down and wrote a very foolish letter to the 
President. In making up his mind to this, too 
Mr. Sundson had permitted himself to be fooled 
in the matter of his information. Mr. Simp- 
son’s particular grievauee, naturally enough, 
was, that he had been removed from ‘his place. 
He felt it a matter of necessity that he should 
appeal to the President for redress. He felt 
himself called upon, also, as a matter of high 
aud patriotic duty, to acquaint the President 
with a few facts in regard tothe New Orleans 
Custom-House. 

The New Orleans Custom-House was being 
run seemingly by parties prominent in connec- 
tion with the 4 — Board. Of this Re- 
turning Board Mr. Simpson had a tale to unfold. 
He charged that one of the prominent members 
had dewanded and received the sum of 61.000 
forthe making of a traudulent count. Mr. 
Simpson was positive as to luis information. Mr. 
Simpson was fooled, upfortunateiy, none the 
less in the matter of his facts. The President 
referred the letter, properly enough, to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. The Secretary of the 
Treasury, as properly again, referred the letter 
to Gen. Anderson, late of the Returning Board, 
and then Acting Collector.

THE INDIANA PLAN. 
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Startling Disclosures by the Late Demo- 
cratic Chairman of Marion County—Tii- 
dens Barrel of Money Was to Contain 
$700,000..Colored Voters to Be Driven 
Away from the Polls and Killed if They 
Resisted. 

Dispatch to Cincinnatt Gasette. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 9.—Sdme time in 
May last, Dr. I. H. Fuller, late Cofoner of the 
county and Chairman of the Democratic County 
Central Committee in 1876, brought suit against 
the members of.the County Committee tu re- 
cover $1,432.96, which he paid out at the in- 
stance and request of the Committee to dis- 
charge its debts and obligations, but which they 
have failed and still refuse to pay. An answer 
was made to this complaint, and now. to make 
the issues sharper in their outline, the Doctor 
proposes an amended complaint setting up that 
the power of the County Committee to audit 
and allow claims was delegated to an Executive 
Committee; that this Committee was often 
under the necessity of meeting demands upon 
it when the treasury was empty; that the 
members thereof, who are defendants in thie 
suit, represented to Dr. Fuller that they were 
expecting large sums of money, amounting to 
$700,000, from the East and other sources, and 
that if, from time to time, he would advance 
out of his private funds money to meet demands 
as they came up, on account of cart) ing on in a 
legitimate way the campaign then in progress, 
they would reimburse bim out of said large 
sums of money; that he paid out, in pursuance 
of these representations, $1,452.96, which was 
allowed tohim by the Executive Committee, 
and is still owing to him; that the defendants 
did, in fact, receive from abroad, and especially 
from divers citizens and associations in the 
States of Connecticut, New Jersey, New York, 
and other States, large sums of money as they 
had represented, but, instead of paying the 
plaintiff out of the money thus received, or at 
all, the defendants appropriated it to the unlaw- 
tal and dangerous purpose of organizing and 
arming bauds of lawless and dangerous men, 
for the purpose of driving lawful voters from 
the polls at different precincts in said county, 
and of killing and destroying them if they 
should resist, and especially of killing and driv- 
ing away from the polis the colored men and 
voters of different wards of the city.

If England is given time to con- 
struct a failroad into the interior, so that troop- 
ships leaving the capacious port of Famagousta can 
land troops directly at a depot where they can be 
furwarded without delay, she will then eommand 
the Euphrates Valley south of the extreme limit of 
Russian territory. At present, however, any army 
that England might dispatch via Cyprus to Asia 
Minor wonid have a tedious marca through a 
mountainous and arid country before it could strike 
the Valley of the Euphrates. It is much more 
accessible to the Russians, and, in case of war, 
they would put a large army into it before the 
troop-ships could load and discnarge their forces 
on the mainland. —Cimcinnulsé Commercial.

Greenbacks at the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday at 994. 


Trouble with tramps is being experienced 
in various parts of the Northwest, and the 
necessity of meeting their encroachments 
with armed force is becoming daily more 
obvious to the State authorites in which 
their operations have been carried on. Our 
dispatches this morning give accounts of 
numerous seizures of railway trains by the 
lawless loafers, and, in adddition to the local 
means of preserving order and protecting 
property, measures are being taken -to call 
out the militia and make short work of the 


Ben Borizr’s most recent coup does no 
seem to have met with a very brilliant suc- 
cess. The Republicans are rejoicing that 

they are at last rid of an intolerable nuisance. 
The Democrats are leaping with joy that 
‘they have escaped the necessity of taking 


him. The Nationals, into whose camp he 


has entered nolens volens, regard him with 


suspicion, and their leaders, who have borne 


the heat and ,burden of the day, do not pro- 
pose to allow him to come in at the eleventh 
hour and take possession. There is no wel- 
come for this political Pariah in any quarter. 
If he had not the tough hide of a pachyderm 
and the cheek of a mule, popular sentiment 
would have killed him long ago. 


The only serious objection made to the 
Anglo-Turkish treaty seems to come from 
France, and this objection is based upon the 


English occupation of Cyprus, which the 


French regard as a menace to, if not virtual 
possession of, Egypt, thereby securing more 
immediate control of the Suez Canal, and 
disturbing their political and historical in- 
terests in Egypt, which they acquired by 
Napoizon’s campaigns. As Austria, how- 


ever, hails the treaty with satisfaction, andU 


Germany approves of it as in the interests 
of civilization, and even Russia is not dis- 
posed to object, it is not likely that French 
protests will make any very serious impres- 
sion. This is all the more likely, since the 
French interests. in Egypt are of a very 
mythical sort.

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The real mission of Secretary Saxaman to 
New York has just been developed. It was 
not so much the hastening of the resump- 
tion of specie-payments, as the hastening of 
the resumption of honesty and efficiency in 
the collection of the revenue in the New 
York Custom-House.

and the Government was being defrauded of 
millions of revenue through the same cor- 
rupt combination of Custom-House officials, 
brokers, importers, etc. At last the blow 
has been struck which smashes the powerful 
Ring, and which inaugurates the reform so 
long and earnestly labored for. How it has 
been brought about, the astonishment 
and dismay created in New York by the in- 
telligence that the ax had fallen and that 
the power of the Administration had been 
exerted to purify the Custom-House man- 
agement in the only possible way, viz. : by 
the removal of the two chief officials,—all 
will be found in our dispatches this morning. 
It will be seen that the President has faith- 
fully adhered to his Civil-Service policy in 
promoting officers of undoubted capacity 
and integrity to the places vacated by re- 
moval, and that the appointments afford as- 
surance that the Government's revenue will 
be honestly collected and the merchants of 
the West relieved of the disadvantages under 
which they have so long and so grievously 
suffered. 

THE RESTURATION QF SLAVERY. 
Mr. Jerrzrson Davis is still engaged in a 
ar against the peace, Union, and Constitu- 
n of the United States, and though he at 
esent commands no armies or navies, and 
claims the allegiance of no armed followers, 
his purpose and his venom are as conspicu- 
ons as when he played the part of Com- 
mander-in-Chief and Executive behind the 
intrenchments at Richmond. Some of his 
personal admirers have been presenting him 
with some military emblems recently, and in 
his speech on the occasion he betrayed his 
political as well as personal vindictiveness 
towards the people ef the North and to- 
wards the Union, and sought to. arouse in 
the minds of his hearers a desire and a hope 
for the restoration of the human slavery 
which the War abolished. This speech we 
have ‘published, and, that our readers may 
trace the aim and purpose of the political 
part of it, we reproduce certain points in 
their logical order : 


(1) He said the question of State right of seces- 
sion in 1861 was at least debatable, but the course 
ursied by the Federal Government after the War 
ad ceased vindicated the judgment of those who 
held separation to be necessary for the safety and 
freedom of the Southern States.

You agreed to return to the Union 
and abide by the Constitation and laws made in 
conformity with it. Thus far, and no farther, do 
I understand your promise to extend. 
(3) The renewal of the time-honored doctrine of 
State Sovereignty and the supremacy of the law 
will secure permanent peace. freedom, and pros- 
rity; tne Constitution of the United States, in- 
preted as it was by those who made it. 
(4) Let one memorable example suffice for ijlus- 
tration. When Missouri asked for admission as a 
State into the Union, which she had a two-fold 
right to do under the Constitution and usages of 
the United States, and under the terms of the 
treaty by which the territory was ‘acquired, her 
application was resisted, and her admission was 
finally purchased by the unconstitutional conces- 
sion miscalled the ‘‘ Missouri Compromise.” 
(5) How or when the restoration of the Govern- 
ment to the principles and practices of its earlier 
period <> accomplished, itis not given me to 
foresee. or me it remains onlv earnestly to hope, 
and hopefully to believe, though I may not see it, 
that the restoration will come. To disbelieve this 
is to discredit the popular intelligence ana in- 
tegrity un which self-government must necessarily 
depend. My faith in 12 is not lost, and I 
8 trust, though I should not live to see 
the hope realized, that it will be permitted to me 
to die believing the principles on which our fath- 
ers founded their Government will finally prevail 
teroughout the land, and the ends for which it was 
instituted yet be attained and rendered as per- 
petual as human institutions may be. 

The reader will notice the points: 1. That 
the right of secession, debatable in 1861, has 
since been vindicated. 2. That the South 
agreed to return to the Union and submit 
only to the laws as they originally stood, 
and the agreement extended no farther. 
8. The renewal of State Sovereignty, and the 
Constitution interpreted as it was. 4. The 
Missouri sectional line was the Pandora's 
box. 5. Hopes, if not expects, to see the 
restoration in his own day. And now what 
is Jerrerson Davis talking about except 
Slayery? The doctrine of State Sovereignty 
and of secession from the Union was never 
heard of, or advocated, or claimed, except 
in the interest of and as a means of per- 
petuating human slavery. State Sovereignty 
had no higher motive than to preserve 
Slavery; State Sovereignty was never appealed 
to or invoked in favor of human liberty, and 


never in favor of the right of property ex- 
| cept the property in human beings,—prop- 
erty in men, women, and children sub- 
ject to be sold like beasts of the 
field to the highest bidder. That 
was the beginning and the end of 
State Sovereignty. Never was there a contro- 
versy on any other question than the right 
of States to perpetuate Slavery, and the right 
of States to extend the claim of in 
men, wherever the slave might be taken. 
The same is true of Secession. Where there 
was no Slavery there was no Secession, and 
mo talk of Secession. Slavery was the in- 
spiration of Secession, and Secession was the 
beginning and the end of State Sovegeignty.

there was no agreement,—it was an uncondi- 
tional surrender of every person in the Re- 
 bellion, from Jerr Davis in his female gar- 
ments to the humblest soldier,—an absolute 
and unconditional surrender as prisoners of 
war, to be dealt with as the victors might 
determine. The South did not return to 
the Union because of any terms or agree- 
ment; they were prisoners of war released 
pn parole, and that was all. There was no 
reservation asto the Constitution and laws 
as they existed before the War. The Amer- 
ican people, acting in their national 
gapacity, made the Constitution and the laws 
as they thouglit proper, and in doing so took 
pspecial pains to leave no room for debate 
on Secession or State Sovereignty, by remov- 
ing the sole subject of contention—the system 
and institution of African Slavery. That 
abolished, all controversy over State Sover- 
vignty is rendered unnecessary forever. It is, 
therefore, malicious and venomous in JEFFER- 
don Davis to tell the people of the South 
that they, having returned to the Union 
under a pledge, have a right to demand the 
renewal of the doctrine of State Sovereignty, 
and that the Constitution shall be interpreted, 
as it was interpreted by himself and his fel- 
low-slaveholders when in power, in support 
of the indestructible right of property in 
human beings, to preserve which he had led 
these men in armed rebellion. 

In order to strengthen his case, he cites

They knew 
that a issue of kegal-tender forced notes in 
excess of the war-limit of $400,000,000 would 
be unlawfal, and would be refused recog- 
nition by the Supreme Court. They 
knew, from the decision already made 
on this subject, that the power to issue 
legal.tender forced notes is an extraordinary 
power governed by the: exigencies and neces- 
sities of war, and that sach an issue made in 
time of profound peace, without the slightest 
provocation or excuse, would be unconstitu- 
tional; and hence they refrained, whatever 
their own preference was, from proposing a 
law that would not hold if passed. But the 
Missoun leaders, assembled in conven- 
tion for the purpose of promulgating a plat- 
form to gull the border ruflians,” who have 
been misled by blatant demagognes, coolly 
demanded the impossible, and overrode Con.

It is possible, haw- 
ever, that they may extract some consolation 
in an inferential manner, inasmuch as he took 
positive ground in favor of every rebellion 
that could not injure his political prospects 
at the North.

It was none the less one of the 
neatest straddles that the great Indiana trim- 
mer ever accomplished, and will add to his 
reputation in that line. 
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THE GOVERNMENT DAY OF EIGHT HOURS 

In 1868 Congress passed an act declaring 
that Eight hours shall constitute a day’s 
work for all laborers, worknmen, and me- 
chanics who may be employed by or on be- 
half of the Government of the United 
States.” The Government, or those employ- 
ing labor on behalf of the Government, pay 
the current wages for a day’s labor, the differ- 
ence being that the Government laborers 
work only eight hours, while the laborers em- 
ployed by private persons work ten hours. 
According to the ruling of the Attorney- 
General, following the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, the laborer employed by the 
Government who works ten hours receives a 
proportional increase of compensation. The 
man who works for the Government, there- 
fore, receives $2 a day (if that be the cur- 
rent wages) for eight hours, while all 
the laborers working for other em- 
ployers must work ten hours to receive 
as much; or if the Government laborer 
works ten hours he receives $2.50 for the 
same service for which other laborers receive 
only $2. It is difficult to understand the 
reasoning whereby the workingmen of the 
country can persuade themselves that such a 
measure is in their interest. The number of 
workingmen employed by the Governmen 
is comparatively small, and the Eight-Hour 
law, applying exclusively to Government 
work, creates a privileged class of laborers. 
Those who enjoy the advantage of Govern- 
ment employment, whether by working only 
eight hours when all others work ten, or by 
receiving 25 per cent more pay for ten hours’ 
service, must render some return to the 
politicians who give them Government em- 
ployment. The exceptional privilege or 
larger pay is not offered to superior skill or 
greater energy, but is secured by much the 
same methods that are used to acquire other 
political perquisites. So far, then, the 
discrimination made against the great 
mass of the workingmen of the country 
merely operates to debase the political sys- 
tem of the country by adding another in- 
ducement for partisan work, instead of faitb- 
ful service to the Government as an em- 
ployer. But the discrimination does not stop 
here. Under the operation of this law, all 
Government expenditures for labor are in- 
creased by 25 per cont over similar private 
expenditures, This increase falls upon the 
taxpayers, among whom there is no dis- 


crimination,—that is to say, the laborer 
working for a private employer at 25 per 
cent less must pay in taxes his full propor- 
tion of the extra compensation allowed to 
the Government laborer. The great masa of 
laborers, therefore, not only receive less 
work more than the privileged class of poli 
ical laborers, but they also pay taxes to 
make up the Goyernment loss represented 
by this extra compensation to the privileged 
class. How the partisan demagogues ever 
dreamed that they would curry favor with 
the masses of the people by so unfair a 
discrimination against them, or how the 
masses fail to perceive that the discrimina- 
tion is a positive injury to them, we cannot 
understand. If it was supposed that this 
Government action would lead private em- 
ployers to give ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ labor, the fact that the statute has 
been in fores for ten years without produc- 
ing any such result should convince the most 
credulous workingmen of their error. The 
fact is that private employers cannot give 
ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ labor. The 
Government is merely an agent that levies 
contributions and distributes them, and it 
can pay and disburse any amount of money 
which the people are willing to donate in the 
shape of taxes. But private business 
is run upon a different basis. The 
man who should endeavor to give ten hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work, while his neigh. 
bors in the same business should exact and 
receive ten hours’ labor for the same compen- 
sation which yielded him only eight, would 
soon find his capital melting away before 
au unequal competition. If there should be 
a universal agreement to substitute eight 
hours’ work instead of ten-hours’, then prices 
would rise in proportion, and the ten hours 
pay for eight hours’ work would yield the 
laborer 25 per cent less in exchangeable 
value than he has now. Government ex- 
ample, therefore, will never be able to con- 
trol private business in opposition to the 
principles of business economy (of supply 
and demand), but will always remain as pal- 
pable and unfair discri.“ination against the 
mass of honest laborers, and in favor of 
the class who make up by ward 
bumming or frequent voting what they 
lack in faithful and efficient serv. 
ice. The Government might agree to 
given twenty hours’ pay for four hours’ 


labor, and it could carry out the agreement 


so long as the taxpayers would submit to the 
robbery. In such a case the mass of work- 
ingmen, who pay their proportion of Gov. 
ernment taxes in the articles they use and 
consume, would not fail to recognize the 
swindle; but the character of the swindle 
is precisely the same, though the robbery is 
not so great, by the practice of giving ten 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work. II 
amounts to a donation of 25 per cent of the 
compensation. Private employers cannot 
afford to make any such donation. If a4 
miner can take out two tons of coal in eight 
hours and two and « half tons in ten ho 

the mine-owner canuot afford to pay as much 
for the former as for the latter service, un- 
less he can sell two tons of coal for as much 
as he has been receving for two and a half 
tons. But if the decreased production of 
coal raises the price, then there will be a 
proportionate increase in the price of every- 
thing else on the same plan. The complete 
substitution of the eight-hour system at ten 
hours’ pay would in nowise increase the 


wages of the workingmen, as many of them 


|

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would not purchase as much by 25 per cent 
as it had previously purchased. The man 
who is only earning enough to live on decent- 
ly by working ten hours would then find the 
same pay fall far short of his necessities, and 
would desire to increase his hours of labor as 
the means and the only means of increasing 
his compensation. The Government exam- 
ple, consequently, cannot influence the gen- 
eral practice df the people, which necessarily 
apportions the compensation for labor ac- 
cording to the extent of production; on the 
contrary, it only increases the burdens of the 
vast numbers of laborers who are not em- 
ployed by the Government. 


The Democratic capacity for blundering is 
only limited by opportunity. For instance, 
the Democrats thought they had played a 
very sharp game by attaching to the Army 
Appropriation bill a clause which they de- 
signed to act asa limitation of the Presi- 
dent’s constitutional power as Commander- 
in-Chief of the United States troops. By 
thus making this limitation a part of the 
Appropriation bill, they intended to force 
the Senate to concur in a proposition which 
it would otherwise have rejected. The pro- 
hibition, over which the Democrats have 
been chuckling, is to the effect that It 
shall not be lawful to employ any part of the 
army as a posse comitatus, or otherwise, for 
the purpose of executing the laws, except in 
such cases or under such circumstances as 
such employment of said force may be ex- 
pressly authorized by the Constitution or act 
of Congress.” In interpreting this law 
for the guidance of army officers, 
the General of the Army cites the 
constitutional provisions and acts of 
Congress now in force which warrant the 
employment of troops. They may be used, 
therefore, whenever it is necessary to guar- 
antee any State a republican form of govern- 
ment; whenever a State Legislature, or a 
Governor when the Legislature is not in ses- 
sion, calls for troops; whenever it is necessa- 
ry to enforce a judicial process to prevent 
the violation and protect the execution of 
civil rights; andin several other cases not 
necessary to repeat. In one word, the con- 
stitutional provisions regarding the use of 
troops, and the United States statutes now 
in force, provide for calling upon the army 
in every case in which it is necessary and 
proper to call upon it, whetherfor military or 
police duty, so that this grand Democratic 
expedient of using the Appropriation bill to 
make laws tor the government of the army 
proves to be a lamentable failure so far as 
the real Democratic intention is concerned.

WEBER'S SIGNATURB. 

New Or_eans, July 11.—Before the Potter 
Sub-Conimittee to-day Hiram Smedley testified. 
Being shown by Mr. Cox the Anderson-Weber 
agreement, he said: 1 saw the name of D. A. 
Weber signed to that paper by J. W. Jones, 
Notary Public, in the back room of my coffee- 
house on Exchange alley. Jones spent most of 
his time about my place. Only saw Jones sign 
Weber's name once. Don't know whether the 
paper was a single ora double sheet. About 
two months ago, before Dix went 
to Washington, I had a conversa- 
tion with him. He said they wanted 
him to swear he had seen Weber sign the An- 
derson-Weber agreement, but he could not.“ 

To Mr. Biackburn—Jones had the reputation 
of signing other people's name, and fring up 
crooked papers. To the best of my knowledge 
and belief, when Dix and Wilder certify that 
Weber’s name was signed to the Anderson- 
Weber agreement at the date given they certify 
Wo a falsehood. I told Seymour a few days ago 
that he knew his certificate was untrue. 

L. WEBER 
was examined by Mr. Cox as to his testimony 
given in Jackson, Miss., in 1866, before the 

utwell Committee. Mr. Cox read from the 
report of that Committee the questions pro- 
pounded and answers given by Weber at that 
time, asking wituess whether they were true or 
faise as to each question, which relate to 
violence, intimidation, threats, murder, and all 
manner of -outrage, as charged at that time, in- 
ciuding the acts of relators. 

The answers given by witness were similar in 
almost every case, only slightly varied by cir- 
cumstances, Witness said his testimony was 
given then in most cases from information re- 
ceived, and proceeded to explain the circum- 
stances under which he testiled at the instance 
of Gov. Kellogg, and said many of his state- 
ments were made for political effect; that he 
kuew at the time they Were not true. Some of 
the statements be believed at the time were 
true, but he knew now they were untrue. 

Witness explained his misunderstanding of

Witness said that the statements then made

NOT WILFULLY FALSE, 

but, from hearsay and imagivation, my inten- 
tion was to tell the truth.

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RESUMPTION. , 
SECRETARY SHERM&N’S TALK WITH NEW YORK 
BROKEKS. — 

New Yorks, July 11.—Secretary Sherman met 
the members of the Syndicate to-day. They 
bad a conference with him in regard to the opera- 
tions of the Treasury Department in the prepa- 
ration for the resumption of specie payments. 
The Secretary stated that he had no new 
loans to offer and no néW measures to propose. 
He expressedthe belief that, with the aid of 
the shipments of coin from Europe, Which are 
looked for during the year, the gold premium 
would gradualiy disappear before the 
time when the Treasury Department would 
be able to redeem the Jlegal-teuder notes, 
and mayhap before Congress assemblies in De- 
cember. Mr. Sherman said that thc coin now 
in the Treasury was amply sufficient for tiie 
purposes of resumption, and that he would 
make no further sales of bonds on this account. 
Members of the Syndicate expressed them- 
selves as being in accord with these views, and 
pledged themselves to assist him in carrying out 
the Kesumption act. 

Later in the day Secretary Sherman bad a 
conference with prominent bank officials, and 
the conversation was similar to the above. He 
said he was about to pay out silver trvely,and he 
desired tne banks to work in harmony with tne 
Jreasury Department, and this tuey assured 
bim they would do. Mr. Sherman expressed 
confidence iu his ability to resume at once if 
nécessarvy, and the bankers were generally of 
opinion tuat there was nothing to prevent re- 
sumption to-day, The Secretary said that al- 
though he could not been to re 
deem greenbacks before January, yet it 
was in his power at any time to pay checks and 
drafts upon the Treasury in specie, und inti- 
mated that he would soon begin todoso. No 
specific date was named, but a member of the 
Syndicate said after the vonierence that he would 
not be surprised to sce the Lreasury+paylug out 
gold on or before the Ist of August.

There beiug no Gov- 
ernment vessel on which Mr. De Abna could 
reach Alaska, he went vo Victoria, H. C., leav- 
ing his family in Sau Francisco, aud ¢00Fa Port- 
land steamer ior Sitka, arriving in that port on 
the Jlst of October. 

Soon after the meeting of Congress at the 
extra session last October, the President sent 
De Ahna's nomination to the Senate for confir- 
mation, A person named L&aghorne, whom 
De Ahna in his statement calls a scoundre),”’ 
made charges against the Coilector, and Senator 
Conkling used them to secure De Ahna's rejec- 
tion. Notice of his rejection by the Senate was 
sent to him at San Francisco, but be failed to 


receive it. and subsequently he was again 
votitied at Sitka and that he was 
no longer in the service of the Gov- 


ernment. This notification reached him after he 
bad sent a revort to Washington, as ne says, to 
the effect that the annual collections of the port 
only amounted to about 81.0 per annum (the 
salary ot the Collector is 83. 500), and that. be- 
sides attending to his formal official duties, he 
had attempted to build up the industries of the 
lerritory by establishing schools, missions, etc. 

Toe notice of his rejecture by the Senate 
reached De Ahua when bis funds were exhausted, 
and he says he would have starved but for the 
kindness of neighbors. He was assisted to re- 
turn to Washington by a friend of his parents in, 
Europe. He claims that if the Secretary of the 
Treasury had litted a finger in his behalf he 
would have been confirmed, as the charges 
agaiust him were Mavifestly untrue. De Abva’s 
petition is for the purpose of obtaspine relief 
from the Administration for the hardships he 
has undergove in the performance of his duty.

received by Gov. Chadwick from Gen Howard, 
dated Camp Chadwick, Bear Creek, July 9: 
We appear to have met the main body of In- 
dians, It will be necessary to treat those Co- 
lurobia Indians who are aiding the enemy with 
guides, and boats, and ammunition just as 
Kress and Wilkins are doing. No large place 
like Heppner, Pendleton, or Walla Walla is in 
danger from them. They kill the herds of iso- 
lated farmers and small parties, and seek for 
horses more than for any other propérty. The 
smallest stockade keeps them off. I have sent 
a column in pursuit of those who escaped 
from us yesterday after the battle, 
and am encamped here near water 
to rest and refresh our animals while our scouts 
examine trails in different directions.” 

THE TROUBLES PROBABLY OVER. 

The telegraphic operator at Umatilla sends 
the following: “Have just learned by tele- 
graph from Walla Walla that Howard will 
be in Walla Walla this evenine and take 
the train from that city to Wallula with bis 
command, then take boat from that point and 
proceed to the head of navigation: on Snake 
River. The Indians have evaded thé General, 
aud are now making for the mouth of the 
Grande Ronde River, where they expect to cross 


the Snake. Capt. Wilkinson, in commana

THE RETREAT. 

San Franorsco, Cal., July 11.—A Portland 
dispatch, under date of Umatilla, July 11, says: 
“ A private dispatch received here says the hos- 
tiles, whipped back into the mountains by Gen. 
Howard, have now started eastward for Snake 
Kiver, along the ridge of the Blue Mountains, 
between Grand Ronde and the Columbia Val- 
ley. They will cross Meacham’s Roa between 
the Summit and the Pelican, and, turning some- 
what south, pass into the Willowa, and cross 
the Snake River at the mouth of the Salmon. 

If the indians are again whipped back they 
will move northeast intothe Salmon Mountains, 
or southeast along the Powder River Moun- 
tains tothe crossing of the Snake near Old’s 
Ferry. 

DANGER. 

The Gravde Ronde Valley is now in the most 
dauger, and ours is abont past unless the Co- 
lumbia or Yakima Indians take a hand in the 
fight. The John Day and other streams of 
South Birch Creek are comperatively safe; also 
the Columbia River between here and Wallula. 

THE PIUTES. | 

San Francisco, Cal,, July 11.—The Piute 
Chief Natchez, with several companions, arrived 
last night for a conference with Get. McDowell. 
He says the plan of the hostiles is to gather all 
the tribes in the vicinity of the Columbia River; 
then return on theirtrail, anddrive out the 
whites and friendly Indians from - Southern 
Idaho and vicinity.

TOO MUCH ECONOMY IN CONGRESS THE ORIGI-

The last report of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs shows that the savage tribes of Idaho 
and Eastern Oregon which are taking part, 
more or less, in the present war, number about 
7.400 souls. They are capable of sending into 
the ficid 2.500 warriors; and the telegrapnic dis- 
patches printed above indicate that about that 
number of savages have already joined the two 
great war parties which are menacing: the settle- 
ments of that region, and with whita a heavy 
battle may be fought any dav now by the troops 
under command of Gen. Howard.

FINANCIAL. 


Bankers report rather more demand for dis- 
counts. It comes mainly from.the wool and lum- 
ber districts. and some little preparation is no- 


_ ticed also from the wheat-producing sections of 


the West. For the season, and considering the 
extremely hot weather, business is fairly satisfac- 
tory. These reports come mainly from the banks 
that do a general business. Banks whose accounts 
are mostly with the packers have as usual à very 
large surplus, which they are glad to loan on call 

or short time paper at very low figures, - about 4@5 
per cent being the usual rates. The ordinary 
range to customers is, as heretefore, 8@10 per 
cent. 

New York exchange is firm at 60c premium per 
$1,000 between banks. Good, steady customers 
are still supplied at par; but small dewositors and 
outside parties may consider themselves fortunate 
if they get itata fraction above the rate between 
banks—say %@1-10. The bank Clearings were 
$2, 600, 000. 

BANK TAXES. 

The banks have a chronic grievance in the shape 
of what they regard as onerous taxes, which they 
claim discriminates against them and tneir values 
as compared with other property. An Iowa Casb-

Spread over the face of Great Britain, but 
more especially in England., numberiess minor 
industries subsist, eitner collected into towns 
or particular districts, such for instance as the 
lock trade of Willenhall, or carried on in iso- 
lated and arbitrarily located factories and work- 
shops, or even in the cottages of the poor.

The cheapest and commonest of 
these locks are neat and compact, with excel- 
lent k evs, strong, lively in action, and altogeth- 
er expressive of thoroughness in manufacture, 
aud yet in price they can compete successfully 
with the commonest and roughest of our own 
productions. To take the case of another stall 
article ot trade—hammers. Whave persisted 
in using a stupid and inconvenient form of these 
implemements, neglecting any attempt on the 
part of our own manufacturers to introduce a 
better shape and material, till now cast-steel 
bammers from the States are coming into very 
general use, and rapidly superseding the obso- 
lete weapon to which we clung with such insu- 
lar obstinacy.

ism. Recognizing these facts, we deem it to be 
the absolute duty of this Council, so far as in its 
power lies, to remedy this admitted evil. 
We, therefore, recommend that this 
Council emphatically instruct the Exeeutive 
Board-eleet to ascertain where there 
be any of our people who have no instroction in 
Jewish tenets, and who are willing to receive the 
cum, either as adults or children, and that such 
Exeentive Board shall, upon being notified of the 
places where such necessities exist, employ one or 
more suitahle persons to impart soch instruction 
from time to time, and to maugurate and carry 
out such measures as mayconduce tothe attain- 
ment of the desired end: and, furthermore, shall 
have authority to pay to such person or persous 
such remuneration for their service as the means 
at their disposal will permit, and shall also recéive 
from all persons and places where such instraction 
shall be imparted euch amounts as they are will- 
ing to contribute in aid of this object, and such 
moneys shall be appropriated in the aid of the 
aioresaid purposes.

THE SARATOGA CONVENTION. 

Most of the leading railway officials are but of 
town. A majority of them have gone to Sara- 
toga, and others have gone in the country to es- 
cape the heat and sultry air of the city. Among 
those who remain the only thing talked of is 
Vanderbilt’s Saratoga Convention. Everybody 
is Watching the doings of the conclave assem- 
bled there, because the result of the meeting 
will in a great measure determine Vandetbilt’s 
future policy. The announcement made ih bes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE ttiat Vanderbilt had fleter- 
mined to pool the business of the Lake Shore 
& Slichigan Southern, Michigan Central. and 
Canada Southern caused little surprise, a$ such 
a step had been generally anticipated. It is vot 
likely, however, that the terms of the popl are 
as stated in the dispatch. To divide the 
joint earnings equally among the three roads, 
would be ruination to the Lake Shore, which 
has to haul goods the same distance as theother 
two roads combined. A day or two more will 
undoubtedly reveal the exact terms on which 
the pool bas been formed. The great question 
now is what volicy Vanderbilt means to pursue 
hereafter towards the Erie. Grand Trunk, Great 
Western, Pennsyivania, and Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroads. It is believed that he will try to dic- 
tate terms to these lines, and force them into 
some kind of a pooling arrangement. It is 
learned that some of the officials of the Peun- 
svivania Raiiroad and of the Great Western of 
Canada have gone to meet Vanderbilt at Sara- 
toga, and that tbe Erie. Grand Trunk, 
ava Baltimore & Ohio refused to send 
representatives. The opinion is gaining ground 
that the latter three roads mean to form 
an offensive and defensive treaty, and jointly 
fight against Vanderbilt’s encroachments. It 
is claimed that both the Grand Trunk and the 
Erie line obtained in England sufficient funds 
to enavle them to secure Western outlets. The 
Grand Trunk proposes to extend its line from 
Detroit to Auburna distance of 120 miles, 
where it connects un the Baltimore & Ohbiv. 
This will make athrough route from Chicago 
to New York via the Erie which wili be as short 
as any of Vanderbilt’s lines. Besides this the 
Erie is said to contemplate the construction of 
another connection with Chicago. ‘This line is 
to run from Buffalo to New York, almost 
parallel with the Lake Shore’ & Mich- 
gan Southern. At Sandusky connection 
is again made with the Baltimore 
& Ohio. These movements will not only 
help the Grand Trunk and Erie out of their di- 
lemma, but they will also prove of immense 
value to the Baltimore & Ohio, the Chicago 
Division of which line would become a: most 
important and profitable ieeder. If this move- 
ment is carried out, then Vanderbilt’s pao! can 
have no terrors to Western shippers, because 
competition will continue as lively as ever,

THE INDIANAPOLIS & Sr. LOUTS. 
A Philadelphia dispatch to the New! York 
World states that the application for a Reteiver- 
ship of the Indianapolis & St. Louis Railtoad is 
the result of the refusal to pay the noteg given 
to make up the dei it on the St. Louis, Alton 
& Terre Haute Rallroad. The Indianapplis & 
St. Louis, whose capital stock is only $600,000, 
and is owned equally by the Cleveland, Columbus 
& indianapolis and the Pittsburg, Fort Warne 
& Chicago, leased the St. Louis, Alton & Terre 
Haute in 1967 for ninety-nine years, thig lease 
being guarant each for one-third, by these 
two companies and the Indianapolis, Cin¢innati 
& Lalavette, which hoped to get some trace 
throuchit. The Indianapolis, Cincinnati & Lafay- 
ettenever paid its third, but the ethercompanies 
advanced the sums necessary to make up the 
amount, each of them, therefore, paying one- 
sixth more than the contract called for, and tak- 
ing therefor the notes of the ludianapotis & St. 
Louis. This, as has been seen, they are t of 
doing any longer, because they cannot see any 
hope that these advances will ever be paid, so 
they have fallen back on the origival coptract. 
What has made the burden more onerous is the 
breaking of the Vandalia pool last year] The 
lower line asked for a larger percentage than 
the upper route was willing to accede tb, and 
the result bas proved that the Vandalia route 
could command more, and the revenues of the 
Indianapolis & St. Louis have fallen off in con- 
sequence. Now that they have determiged to 
stop further advances to pay the other third of 
the deiicit under the Alton tease, they have 
taken this action to protect themselves.] This 
deticit, which has been paid frum year to year, 
stands on the books of the lessee as cagh ad- 
vanced by the two guarantor companids, and 
now that it is unable to meet its obligations 
they ask that it shall be put into the hands of a 


Receiver to save themselves as holders 
of its paper to the amount of almost 
$1,500,000. The Pennsylvania Company 
claims that it has no desire, nor 


does it intend to attempt, to break or modify the 


original lease, and stands ready now, as ip the 
past, to pay the two-thirds for which the contract 
calls. This, it is said, the St. Louis & Aiton 
reiuses to accept, claiming that it must go on 
as it has, assuming the default of the Cincinnati 
& Lafayette, but the Pennsylvania Company 
says that the contract is soclear in its provisions 
that the guarantee is nota joint one, but each 
for itself to the extent of one-third, thatit has 
no doubt the offer of two-thirds wül finally be 
accepted. '

Allegations that Much of it Es- 
capes Taxation. 


A Comparison of Some Bankers’ Sched- 
ules with Their Estimated 
Wealth. 


The business et the South Town offices pro- 
ceetied quietly aud smoothly yesterday, the real 
work being done iu the matter of personal prop- 
erty assessments, and in revising the books in 
accordance with the late decision reducing the 
real estate 50 per cent. The Board of Review 
was in session in the afternoon, but it had real- 
ly little or nothing to do except te satisfy 
curious Ones as to the amount of their assess- 
ment when reduced. The complaints have all 
ceased, and the Board, after something over a 
two-week’s session, adjourned sine die. 

The protracted discussion about the assess- 
ment of real estate on the South Side has had 
a tendency to push everything else out of sight, 
and no attention whatever has thus far beeo 
paid in the newspapers or in the Board of Re- 
view to the personal property valuation, ex- 
cept, indeed, that the Board has declared that 
it bas nothing to do with its equalization, and 
that any complaints must be made to the Coun- 
ty Board, Yet it is undoubted that the per- 
sonal property valuation is always more incom- 
plete and imperfect than that of the realty, aud 
that for one lot worth §1,000 which is omit- 
ted from ‘the reakestate books, millions in 
mortgages are omfted irom the personal prop- 
erty returns. It is the opinion of one Competent 
to judge that not less than 615,000. 00% taxable 
property is hot returned to the Assessor of the 
South Town by the hundred or so persons ju 
whose possession it is. One may searen the 
records and find innumerable mortgages held in 
this city on which the mortgages are never 
taxed. Astothe justice of taxing both the 
laud and the mortgages there has been much 


argument. ‘That, however, has notbing to 
do with the present case, for the 
law requires the taxation of both. A person 


familiar with the subject, said yesterday that he 
should value the personal property of the fol- 
lowing individuals at the soms set opposite 
their names: Gerhard Foreman, $1,000,000; 
Snydacker & Co., $600,000; Mrs. Elias Greene- 
baum, $300,000; J. Rosenberg, the ex-Alder- 
map, $300,000: and L. Rosenfeld, 8500,000. 

7 Aud these are my figures,“ said the gentle- 
manu. Now see if you can get from Assessor 
Riee’s books their own estimates of their pos- 
sessions. and see how they compare.’’ 

The reporter during yesterday was, thanks to 
the sourtesy of Assessor Rice and his very 
obliging chief deputy, Mr. Latnrop, enabled to 
see the scheduleg of several of the persons 
named aboye. it must be borne in mind that 
these ficares bere given are not Assessor Rice's 
valuations, but are the figures returned by the 
parties themselves, which may be greatly 
changed when the Assessor comes to consider 
them.

There was so great a discrepancy between 
these figures and those given by the gentieman 
referred to above, that the reporter was some- 
what astonished, and he said to him, 
now DO YOU FIGURE OUT 80 MUCH PROPERTY 
for these individuals! What ground have you 
for going behind their returns and asserting 
that the figures they have given are not cor- 
rect{’’ 

I will tell you,” said the informant. 
‘Take the first uname on the list—that of 
Mr. Foreman. You look back a few months, 
aud you will find inthe papers an account of 
the examination of Mr, Elias Greenebaum be- 
forn the Register in Bankruptcy. You will find 
there his statement tothe effect, substantially, 
that when he and Mr. Foremen dis- 
solved partnership, May 16, 1874, each 
of them had about $000,000. Of course, 
since that time Mr, Foreman has added to bis 
wealth, and must surely have a imullion by this 
time. It also came out upon the same examina- 
tion that at one time and another Elias Greene- 
baum bad Nw his wife $300,000. ‘There is no- 
where anything to show that she has lost that 
amount. Since the time it was given to her 
there has been no very great depreciation in 
property, either in real estate or im currency, 
aud the presumption is that she still has 
it. As regards Mr. Rosenberg, I know 
that not very long ago he had 875,000 
in cash, He had become a little nervous. 
and would not lend it even on some excellent 
paper. A person who was intimately acquaint- 
ed with him was complaining of Mr. Roseuberg's 
timidity; that he had preferred to leave that 
amount of money in bank, or in the hands of 
his agent, rather than use it in what my in- 
formant considered a perfectly safle way. As 
for Mr. Suydacker, he has been in business her- 
twenty years, bas invested no money in real es- 
tate, but has loaned it out at bigh rates of in. 
terest, doubling bis capital every four years 
He is the practical owner ot Edwin Walker and 
of his quarries, has lots of mortgages on im- 
proved property, and has also invested heavily 
at high rates of interest in good paper.“ 

If there is any correctness in these state- 
meuts, itis certainly the duty of the County 
Board, which alone can now act upon the mai- 
ter, toinvestigate this subject, and see that no 
large amount of personal property escapes tax- 
ation. The law provides that — oue woo be- 
lievesthat the property of another is assessed 
too low can go before the County Board and 
make his complaint. It is understood that a 
movement is on foot to do this, and that many 
names not given above will be brought before 
the Board witha request that their assess- 
ments be largely increased. It is provable 
that a search of the Recordér’s books would 
reveal hundreds of mortgages, the holders of 
which have never paid a cent in the way of tax- 
ation.

MR. TILDEN’S PLAN. 


Something About Hewitt. 
Washington Past (Dem. ) 

That Mr. Tilden was opposed to the Electoral 

mmission bill there is pot a particle of doubt, 
and that he refrained from saying so publicly is 
equally indisputable. Im the first piace Mr. 
Tilden considered the formation of such a Com- 
mission unnecessary, as well as of doubtful con- 
stitutionality. It was bis belief that the assent 
of both Houses was required to a declaration of 
election, and that failing in this the House had 
the clear right to elect the President after the 
expiration of the time granted to both Houses 
for a canvass of the Electoral yote. His plan 


was the constitutional plan. If the Senate, 
under the lead of Morton and a few other stal- 
warts, claimed tne right of canvassing the vote 
and. after throwing out one set of Electors an 
admitting another, of declaring the result ae- 
cording to its partisan supremacy, arbitrar 


will, or caprice, he Was perfectly will- 
ing to accept the issue and fight it 
out to its logical conclusion. But he knew 


very well, as did all well-informed persons on 
the ground, and as Mr. Hewitt certainly should 
have known, that Morton could not have ob- 
tained in the Senate the requisite support for 
such a monstrous claim. The names of seven 
Senators could be given—not counting Senator 
Conkling—who would never have voted for such 
a proposition; out who, uplting with the Demo- 
cratic members, would have forced a joint 
session, and a confirmation of any decision that 
body might have arrived at. Had there been 
any irreconciiable contest over the counting of 
the vote of either Floriaa or Lousiana, the in- 
evitable result would have been thrown out for 
evident informalities on their face. An investi- 
gation, however, would have disclosed the 
frauds that have been made patent to the world 
by a four weeks’ session of the Potter Commit- 
tee, and he strong probability is that both 
States would have been counted for Tilden by 
an almost unauimous vote of both Houses. 
What Republican Congressman is there who 
if the decision were to be made to-day, would 
dare to oppose such a disposition of them? 
Mr. Tilden’s plan, therefore, was to do pre- 
cisely as the Constitution ordered, and pre- 
cisely as had been done in every  previ- 
eus electioh. Had he been declared the 
legally elected President by both Houses in joint 
couvention, or by a majority of both member- 
ships, or by the House alone, he would have 
taken the oath of office and fought, if neces- 
sary, for his nights and the rights of his party, 
Mr. Hewitt, however, had a great desire to shine 
as a Great Pacificator. There was a threatened 
crisis, and he wanted to avoid it. After the 
E ectoral Commiss‘on was decided upon by both 
committees, Mr. Tilden was told of it and asked 
hisvews. He replied that having rejected his 
plan, he had nothing more to offer, and no ad- 
vice to hive. All that could be extorted from 
him was that be would not raffle for an office to 
which he had been clearly elected. Mr. Hewitt 
was credited with being the confidential friend 
and spokesman for Mr. Tilden, and, whenever 
incense of this description Was smoking upon bis 
altar, he touk good care not to put out the 
fires. The littfe speech he was so unexpectedly 
called on to make in Tilden’s bebalf,—a speech 
that was admirable and perfect in its way,—gave 
him a reputation which he found himself utterly 
unabie to support. His affected wisdom after 
that became more owlishuess,—his energy, mis- 
chiel-breedihg vascillation. It was, therefore, 
Hewitt’s self-imposed respons#bility. and Mr. 
Tilden’s reluctance to interfere with the duties 
and obligations of others, that caused the De- 
mocracy to abandon safe ground and adopt the 
hazardous experiment of a Commission entrust- 
ed with all the power of Congress to decide, 
while deprived of all its right to investigate and 
ascertain. Indeed, it seemed fated for the 
Democratic party to blunder and falter after a 
campaizn of singular abiifty, pluck, and courage. 
Had Judge Davis been left where be was, and 
where everybody now sees he oughf to haye re- 
maiped, upon the Supreme Ben-:h, he 
would have made the fifth or decid- 
ing member of the Commission, in- 
stead of infamous Joe Bradley. The stupid 
Democracy of lilinois, however, saw only the 
hated form of Logan, and nothing could impede 
them in their insane rush to demolish him. 
Had Davis been a member of the Comafission 
and awarded the votes of Florida or Louisiana 
to Tilden, as he fnevitablv would have done, we 
should have heard nothing of Aliunde J 
nothing of The Jenks or Boulds Baker, aud very 
little of the unpleasautuess between Messers. 
Hewitt and Watterson. As this was not done, 
and as in every instance where we expected a 
lofty courage and stern determination, we 
found first bravado, and next abject cowardice; 
as Mr. Hewitt was unfortunately tue head of 
the party, and also a member of Congress, ia 
which capacity he was obliged to do something, 
and geuerally managed to do something wrong, 
the people of the United States were cheated 
out of the President they had elected, and 
forced to submit to the outrage. And it hardly 
compensates, us for the loss to prove anybody 
either an ass or a liar.

STRICKEN DUMB. 


The Singular Misfortune Which Has Befall- 
ena Man and His Wife in Cincinnati.

Cincinnati, July 11.—A singular case has 
just been brought to the notice of the medical 
profession here. Peter Lavalle and wife, who 
are waiters in the Central Avenue Dining-Room, 
retired to rest a few nights since in good health. 
Next morning Mrs. Lavalle awoke and attempt- 
ed to speak to her husband, when she found 
herself totally deprived of the power of speech. 
All efforts to articulate were unavailing, and a 
physician was sent for. The only symptoms of 
disease apparent were athick, dark coating on 


the tongue and a hollow appearance of 
the eyes. On the same afternoon Lavalie, 
while sitting in front of his employer’s 


establishment, was observed to fall back in 
his chair. Another waiter undertook to arouse 
bim, when it was discovered that he was unable 
to speak a word. Since that time neitber man 
nor wife have spoken. The physicians who re- 
port the case are utterly unable to account for 
it. The patients have been removed to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Lavalle’s sister in Covington. 
Lavalle is very ill, but will probably recover. 
His wife is growing weaker daily, and all hopes 
of her recovery are abandoned. The theory has 
heen suggested that the unfortunate people are 
victims of poison in their food, which caused 
paralysis of the tongue. So far no physicians 
of prominence have examined the cases.

„ HARVESTERS.” 


They Grow Ripe for the Harvest, and Are 
Harvested in Madison, Council Bluffs, aud 
Marshalltown. 

Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 
Mapr1son, Wis., July 11.—Our city was thrown 
into a high state of excitement this morning by 

a report that the tramps at Beloit had captured 

two trains, and were on their way north. Gov. 

Smith and Mayor Smith had been up all night 

with Superintendent Swineford, of the North- 


western Road, devising measures as to the dis- 


position of the tramps, and had decided that 
the only way was to use vigorous measures. 
Soon one of the trains reached the city with 
some thirty tramps on board, halt a dozen be- 
ing on the engine witn compulsion directing the 
movements of the engincer. The Sheriff and 
the Chief of Police, with a posse comitatus, 


quickly surround the train, and the 
tramps surrender without a show of 
resistance, and were marched to the 
County Jail. Soon the other traiu was 


seen approaching south of the city, but, sus- 
pecting the trap their companions had fallen 
in, the train was stopped nearly a mile south of 
the city, and twenty more tramps got off and 
collected in a group, when they were immedi- 
ately surrounded, and the whole number, with 
one or two exceptions, were marched to jail, 
where the whole party were searched, and, with 
the exception of fifteen or twenty jeckknives, 
not a weapon was found op them. Forty-seven 
tramps are now in jail, and the whole number 
have been sentenced to ninety days at hard 
labor, except three lame ones, who were sen- 
tenced to ten days each. They are mostly 
young, from 17 to 30, and are a hard-looking 
lot of citizens. They say they are the adyance- 
guard of some 5,000, who have been driven out 
of Iowa by proclammation of the Governor. 
Col. George W. Burchard, Gov. Smith's private 
secretary, went to Beloit to consult Mayor 
Blodgett. He telegraphs Gov. Smith that the 
Mayor reports about 150 tramps there. The 
Mayor will use similar measures as have been 
used here, and thinks they can control matters. 
The militia of Madison and Beloit bas been 
placed at the disposal of the Mayors, who will 
use them effectively. Should occasion require, 
and the tramps show a disposition to do any- 
thing lawless, the troops will be used against 
them in a holy minute. The tramps are re- 
ported very quiet. The Beloit Mayor. Blodgett, 
will use all the force at his command to sup- 
press violence. The y~ pt and decisive meas- 
ures used bere will doubticss restrain the 
tramps from traveling in bodies through this 
city. Gov. Smith is fully determined to sup- 
press these vagabonds, and will use every means 
at his command to that end, and, H necessary, 
wit call ont all the effective militia of th 


State. 

MaSHALLTOWN, Ia, July 11.—Some forty or 
fifty tramps took possession of a freight-train 
on the Central Railroad at Dillon last evening 
and rode to this place, where they were cleared 
from the track by the police force, under com- 
mand of Marshal Norris. They were then cor- 
ralled and escorted out of the city, with em- 
phatic admonitions not to return. They went 
with but little trouble. It is said there are a 
great mapy more scattered all along the Cen- 
tral and Northwestern Roads, and coming. to- 
wards this place. 

Biurrs, Ia., July 11.—Between for- 
ty and fifty tramps ed the west-bound

TEMPERANCE. 
THE DAY AT LAKE BLUPF YESTERDAY 

was ushered in by a severe thunder-storm, which 
caused the occupants of the tents to turn out sev- 
eral hours in advance of the usual time. As the 
sun rose, however, the ciouds cléared away, and 
by 10 o'clock the grass and leaves had dried out 
nicely. The trains from the city brought large 
delegations from Chicago and the small towns be- 
tween this city and the Bluff. The day was de- 
voted to exercises under the auspices of the Sons 
of Temperance. The programme of the morning, 
as originally arranged, included addresses by the 


‘Reva. J. Nate and J. ©. Stoughton, but this was 


not carried out, the Sons of Temperance taking 
charge of the exercises, 

At 10 o'clock, Mr. Thomas Moulaing, of Chica- 
go, called to order in the Clark Street Chapel a 
small but attentive audience. After the usual 
prayer and singing, Mr, Moulding made a few re- 
marks, in the course of which he detailed his per- 
sonal experiences as a worker in the temperance 
cause, relating several interesting and instructive 
anecdotes. He closed by exhorting all his bearers 
to devote themseives earnestly to the saving of 
men from the evils of igtemperance. 

Mr. Mouiding was followed by the well-known- 

** JACK *? WARBURTON, 
who bas just returned from a year of very success- 
ful work in Indiana. After stating tuat he was 
not in tue habit of addressing audiences composed 
of educated people, he preceeded to give an ex- 
ceedingly interesting account of the manner in 
which the meetings under his leadership 
were conducted. m One occasion, at Crown 
Point, Ind., a profe nal pugilist was sent to 
Warburton's mecfing for the express purpose of 
breaking it up, but although the man at first was 
demonstrative and unruly, being under the infla- 
ence of liquor, he became more and more gentle- 
manly in his conduct asthe exercises progressed, 
and before they closed .was induced to sign the 
pledge and be saved. At- Valparaiso there was a 
saloon-keeper, Tom Ward, who boasted when he 
reached the town tbat he had come to fill the 
prisons, cemeteries, and poor-houses. By means 
of his gin- mill he succeeded in fulfilling his threat, 
but at the present time Tom Ward was dying of 
delirium tremens, and in hie ravings saw con- 
stantly the apparitions of his victims and kept cry- 
ing Outthatthe men his whisky had killed were 
sitting upon his bead and killing him. Mr. War- 
burton then spoke briéfly of the advantages to be 
derived from the formation of temperance organi- 
zations, and urged all to assist in the work. The 
meeting was then dismissed with the benediction. 

At 2: 30 o'clock in the afternoon, with the Kev. 
J. Nate in the chair, an audience of about seventy- 
tive people assembied in the same building for tna 
— of listening to an address by Mrs. J. Ellen 
Loster, of Clinton, ia. But before this lady ap- 
peared Mrs. John Nate, gt Chicago, read an inter- 
esting paper entitled Why Advance Moral Re- 
form!“ ia which the manifeid reasons for such ad- 
vancement were forcibly set forth. 

When Mrs. Nate had concluded,

came forward and proceeded to speak on Pro- 
hibition."’ She said that although this was not 
perhaps the must entertaming portion of the great 
temperance question, if Was at tuls time the most 
necessary to be talked about and impressed upon 
the people. Inher opinion, the law of the Bible 
upon the subject of temperance, as well as other 
subjects, was better than any that had since been 
enacted. Askeicton Was pot attractive in itself, 
but when inhabited by an immortal spir- 
it it was both an object of beauty 
and a power in itseif. Just so with the 
temperance laws, which were now but skeletons, 
into which the brains and heart were being slowly 
put. Let the public ¢entiment on the subject of 
prohibitory laws be materialized and used, and 
there was enough of it to accomplish the ends 
aimed at by reformers. The forces now working 
in different ways in the temperance cause must be 
united ahd solidified until they were powerful 
enough to senda shock through the liquor trafic 
that should snatter an estroy it. A good many 
stages of the tempemince refurmation had been 
gone through with; this work was no new thing, 
but at last a material issue had been reached. 
Liquor had. been driven out of tue Church, and 
ministers no longer preached from the inspiration 
furnished by liquor, as they did years ago. Al- 
cohol had been banished from the communion 
table, and aiso from good society. Society in 
which wine was used wis not good, even if it dia 
live on Michigan or Wabash avenue. The liquor 
trullle had been driven into legalized corners, 
and the temperance workers must atieck these 
citadel and do battle against the wrong, if 
it took unt.! the day of Judgment to gain a victory. 
Prolubitory laws were coastitutional. There were 
men who honestly believed ins license law as the 
best method of reducing the evils of liquor-selling 
to the minimum, bat t6@ speaker believed that it 
was the best way of building theevilup. States 
could pass any laws they chose so long as these 
laws did not conflict with the Constitution of the 
United States. At this point the speaker read ex- 
tracts from decisions by Chief-Justice Taney and 
others, hoiding that prohibition of liquor-selling 
by any State was constitutional. She then gave 
facts showing that, in Maine, where a prohibitory 
law had been in operation for twenty years, the 
sale of liquor was practically at au end. The re- 
marks were closed with an earnest exhortation to 
all to work for the passage of a prehibitory law in 
this State. 

Mrs. II. A. Servis, of Wisconsin, P. G. W. P., 
was then announced to speak briefly on the tem- 
perance question, but, Owing to the lateness of the 
hour and an approaching storm, did not do 80. 

Last evening, at 7:30 o'clock, the meeting re- 
assembled, and listened to addresses on the sub- 
ject of temperance by the Rev. J. Nate, G. W. P.; 
the Rev. Dr. Young, and the Rev. J. C. Stough- 
ton, P. M. W. C. The usual evening prayer was 
led by Mr. Crampton. 

Among the notabie temperance workers who will 
be present at the Bluff to-day are the Hon. Theo- 
dore D. Kanouse, P. K. W. G. T., of Watertown, 
Wis.; the Rev. John Russell, of Detroit; Uriah

The report of the School Agent for June was pre- 
sented as follows: Cash on hand as per last ro- 
port, $46,894; receipts, $154,448; expenditures 
for salaries, etc., $195,764; balance on hand, 
$6,104. The report was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

It was moved by Inspector Hotz that the names 
of several schools be changed by leaving off the 
word street“ or avenne, thus leaving the 
names simply Calumet School, Polk School, War- 
ren School, etc. It was also moved that the name 
of the new school on Throop street be made 
Throop School. Some objections were of- 
fered to naming apy more schools after 
living individuals, out, on putting the question, 
the motion was carried. On motion, the name of 
the Cottage Grove School was changed to the Ban- 
croft. School, the Archer Avenue to the Everett, 
the Elizabeth Street to the Fulton. the Division 
and Cleaver to the Ericsson, the West Fourteenth 
to the Jefferson, the Lincoln to the LaSalle, the 
Nickersonville to the Webster, the Pearson Street 
to the Irving, the Sangamon to the Bryant, the 
Third Avenue tothe Morse, the Vedder Street to 
the Dearborn, the Walsh Street to the Horace

The Committee on Janitors aud Supplies revorted 
the namcs of stxty- three janitors anu engineers at 
the same salaries as they received last year.
